Apparently Foxy is 
perfectly happy - but his presence in the surrounding countryside causes some pretty 
hectic times for the neighbors with David bearing the brunt of his pet's innocent 
capriciousness. There are many compensations, however, for without Foxy, David might 
never have had so many gay and exciting times. It is not easy for the conservative 
inhabitants of a rural English community to tolerate a fox in their midst and it takes 
all of Foxy's innate intelligence and unique gentleness to win them over. John 
Montgomery's brand of humor has special appeal for this age group. It centers on the 
picture of the serious solid citizen caught in a thoroughly unconventional situation. 
The vicar's stodgy wife looks awfully silly riding her bicycle into the pond - so does 
the spinster schoolteacher commanding her class to stop making animal noises. But in 
the end Foxy proves himself- to the gamekeeper, the postman, the worried passers-by.

Nicholas 
Thorpe and Tom Longbow are two fictional heroes who might have lived during this era.

Before long, the boys are distracted by the appearance of a half starved mare roaming their 
property,and by the gloominess of the farm on the opposite side of the hill. They soon 
discover that one man is responsible for both situations. He is Jed Kintyre, owner of the 
mysterious Ericht, virtual jailer of his niece, and,above all, cruel disciplinarian of wild 
ponies. On a long shot, Colin and Bruce buy the mare andi set about re-training her, but 
they soon see that Kintyre cannot be ignored. When the boys are robbed of two of their 
horses they decide to get to the bottom of the mystery, and manage to gather enough evidence 
to convict Jed of horse stealing and cattle rustling.

A Norwegian import, translated by Holger Lundbergh, tells the story of @ young 
girl who takes a job as radio operator aboard the Norwegian liner Sea Hawk and departs for 
exotic and unfamiliar ports. Like her fiance Storm, Lena longs for the excitement -of 
sailing the seven seas. t is unfortunate that the two lovers are assigned to different 
ships and mst be satisfied with communicating over the radio, passing each other if the 
Atlantic or at best arriving at the same longitude simultancously. Yet compensations for 
the sea-struck lovelorn come in large and exciting doses. Thore is the diabetic passenger 
Lena saves, the trick she plays on the crew and especially the thrill of visiting pleces 
like the Philippines, Panama and India.

The author sets about proving that the atomic bomb was not a significant factor 
in Japan's defeat but it was the decisive factor in enabling the moderates to force a 
surrender. Reviewing the matter on broad ethical grounds, he concludes that military 
thinking dominated the whole series of decisions and that had political (and ethical) 
thinking been introduced another course would have been possible. In the light of 
present events this is an important book for young and old.

THE PRIME OF MISS JEAN BRODIE $3.75 


An attention-getting writer (novels, Memento Mori, The Ballad of Peckham 

Rye, The Bachelors, and short stories, The Go-Away Bird) pursues her mlti-personae 
interests, her concern with religion, and her refusal to allow the reader to be at 
one with her purpose. Here she disperses her story (a loose but provocative thing) 
over an extended - and interrupted - period (thirty years) during which Miss Brodie, 
(in her prime) holds young minds in thrall, at first in delight at the heady freedom 
she offers from the rigid, formal precepts of Edinburgh's Marcia Blaine (day) School, 
later in loyalty to her advanced sedition against the efforts to have her removed. 
Finally the girls grow up - and Monica, Rose, Eunice, Jenny, Mary, and Sandy, (parti- 
cularly Sandy with her pig-like eyes) separate, and the "Brodie set" dissolves- with 
war, death, marriage, career, and conversion to Catholicism. But there still is a 
central focus - who among them betrayed Miss Brodie to the headmistress so that a 
long-desired dismissal was effective? In this less-than-a-novel, more-than-a-short 
story, there is the projection of a non-conformist teacher of the thirties, of a 

+ complex of personalities (which never becomes personal lives), and of issues which, 
floating, are never quite tangible.

JUDGMENT DAY $3.95 
This gentle story of race conflict and violence is perhaps more of a moral- .- 


ity tale than reality, but its characters are very lifelike and their story is notable 
for its lack of anger and its refusal to take sides. The town could be any small 
town- the feel of it, and of the relationships between the people who appear, is simple, 
personal and generally friendly. But a Negro, Leroy Carpenter, has been found- ap- 
parently lynched. The Negro, Dr. Breedlove, and the Reverend Amos Rail are at first 
concerned with calming his distracted widow; later in quelling the tensions that 
ripple through the town. The true story comes out, that Leroy's wife had had an 
affair with a white TV repairman, Gammage, who had killed Leroy in self-defense and- 
with friends- strung up the body "as a joke". This story is stifled at the trial, 

and the Reverend Rail, to divert his troubled congregation, sets them to rebuilding 
the old church. Some of the whites help, some sell shoddy materials; a lunatic Negro 
"Prophet Isaiah" stirs up a near riot; and finally Gammage, free but driven out of 
town, returns to destroy the church. Whites and Negroes now band together and re- 
build it in brick... The thesis here, that people want to live in peace with one 
another if given half a chance, is believable and should be acceptable to all- it is 

a quiet, and often touching handling of a situation which usually attracts reader 
resistance.

This belongs to the Mississippi regional group of period novels - an area 
and type from which Miss Graham diverged in recent years with Shield of Honor and 
The Vows of the Peacock.

Taylor, A.J. P. Atheneum 
THE ORIGINS OF THE SECOND WORLD WAR $4.50 


Professor Taylor has put himself way out on a limb- and his book will unquestion- 
ably continue to arouse controversy on this side of the water as it already has in what is 
known as the British Battle of Oxford- with Trevor-Roper as chief combatant- in England. 
Taylor has been accused of pro-Hitlerism, of complete reversal of his own somewhat Vansit- 
tartism in an earlier book; scholars charge him with contradictions, of failure to subs- 
tantiate his statements, of a mass of unsupported wishful thinking. Germany has hailed 
his position with considerable glee. Now- in preface to the American edition he opens a 
whole new territory,going back to World War I in claiming that Germany would have won had 
not America intervened; that American membership in the League would have been detrimental 
to the Allies; that the election of F.D.R. was a victory for isolation- and that if he had 
stood pat on this ground World War II might have been avoided; that the Nuremberg evidence a 
was collected so that lawyers could conceal the guilt of the prosecuting powers, and so on. 
The legacy of Versailles was the actual cause of World War II - and Hitler capitalized on 
the mistakes of the Western Powers. He was - says Taylor- no more wicked in principle and 
doctrine (he makes no mention of his national excesses) than other statesmen, though he 
outdid them in wicked deeds. Step by step Taylor traces the march of history between the 
wars,- Abyssinia, the Spanish Civil War, the death of the League, the reoccupation of the 
Rhineland, the Sino-Japanese War, the successive immediate steps to war with the Austrian 
Anschluss, the Czechoslovakian betrayal, Danzig - and war. Throughout he sees Hitler as 
making no plans, as unready; he accepts Munich as a triumph of British policy which desired 
to deter but not provoke Hitler. France's role, too, is not presented in complimentary 
terms. The give and take of negotiations, to determine where the Soviet stood, kept the 
Western powers jittery - and ultimately Britain was caught short. Nobody wanted to go to 
war over Danzig, but Hitler was betrayed by his own timetable. That ultimately he attacked 
Soviet Russia and declared war on the United States was an accident of history- not of a 
madman.... Taylor's book may deal with matters of historical curiosity, but scholars will 
rise up to dispute him. (LC:62-7543)

Galvao told his own story of the seizure of the Santa Mar.a in the book of 
that name published by World (page 828). Now comes ancther angle on the story. The 
seizure of the Portuguese liner captured world attention for twelve days in January 
of last year, and is here recorded in detail by a veteran author who focuses on the 
event. She provides brief but adequate biographies of the plotter who took over the 
ship, Captain Henrique Galvao,and of the man behind him, Umberto Delgado. Both are 
shown as disgruntled, fame-seeking revolutionaries against the Salazar dictatorship 
in Portugal. She examines the events and personal motives leading up to the take-over 
of the big ship on high seas. The seizure itself is explained in some detail, as 
are the day to day events following in which captive passengers and crew were forced 
to sail around in the South Atlantic “or days while Galvao tried to make up his mind 
what to do. Even more interesting however are the legal problems which the seizure 
provoked--was it piracy or revolution, did the American Navy have a right to inter- 
vene directly, and what attitude did the Brazilians have to take when the ship 
finally put in at Recife? A very interesting picture of this now-famous drama at 
sea, well-documented, but definitely a one-sided account favoring the Salazar govern- 
ment.

KIDS' LETTERS TO PRESIDENT KENNEDY $2.50

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of-babisms": "Instead of trying to reach the moon, why don't scientists try to find out 
what causes viruses and other diseases." One gets the distinct impression, with some 
among this latter group, that mom and/or dad had a hand in their noble savage's bon mots. 
There's a proven audience for this kind of thing, but it remains a not-best’ non-book. 
The funnier group got writer's cramp at camp. Louis Darling's sardonic illustrations 
deserve better.

ELIZABETH AND LEICESTER $5.75 


The enigmatic and contradictory figure of Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester, 
emerges as a personality in this minutely detailed and scholarly study of him in rela- 
tion to his gueen. Inevitably, there is some overlapping material with Flizabeth the 
Great, but even the duplication is presented with different focus, so that this book 
stands alone, independent of the other. Franklyn, this reader found it much less ab- 
sorbing. The period with all its ramifications and bids for power, all its petty finag- 
lings for position, its double-crossing and its ruthlessness demands the majestic figure 
of Elizabeth to rescue it. Leicester, even in relation to Elizabeth, is not enough, and 
one bogs down in the long struggle that dominated his life- to hold the affections of the 
queen, to maintain his power over her- and, if he could not himself be her consort, to 
manipulate his family in such a way that the dominance would continue into the next 
reigning monarchy. It is not a pretty picture, nor is there enough of Leicester's really 
great contributions to the strengthening of England's economic power, his force in the 
world of the arts, some of his activities not wholly entangled in his lust for power. 
Other aspects of the court- other facets of Elizabeth's strengths and weaknesses- enrich 
the tapestry. And the whole is set skillfully in the panorama of the times. Immensely 
worth while for all interested in the Elizabethan era, for all the pettiness of the 
humans that made it.

CONTEMPORARY FRENCH COOKING $4.95 


Not at all comprehensive--these recipes have been selected from French cooking 
"as it has adapted itself to the facts of life in our time". Consequently, with the ex- 
ception of some excellent, classic soups and sauces, the recipes included here can be 
found in almost any standard American cookbook. Definitely inferior to the highly ex- 
plicit Mastering the Art of French Cooking (Knopf p. 766) no special attention is given 
here to the various techniques of classical French cooking, and the book is arranged ac- 
cording to the usual categories. The one exception to this arrangement is a chapter 
called "Heat and Serve @ la Francaise", which includes a lengthy introduction about how 
meals are prepared on various Air France flights. The actual recipes in this chapter are 
meat, poultry and vegetable dishes chosen from Air France menus. It is very difficult to 
understand what their special attraction is supposed to be, since "the authors believe that 
most of the recipes given in this chapter could be quick-frozen, either at the halfway or 
a final stage, and reheated after thawing on the day of serving. They also suggest that 
you don't freeze the dishes unless you have to, since there is a certain risk of loss of 


flavor when they are thawed." Also included are the usual glossary of French cooking terms 
and some general information on serving wines. ‘ \

The Light of Other Days is an important and illuminating review of the mores 
and socioeconomic machinations of auther Rexford Tugwell's turn-of-the-centuryv generation, 
especially as it came to manhood during the Wilson years and influential middle age in the 
New Deal era.

Career of Chesty Puller 


General Lewis Burwell Puller, holder of five Navy Crosses, hero of five great 
American military campaigns, and symbol of old-style, almost mythical heroism to all 
U.S. Marines, is the subject of this interesting biography. The author takes Puller 
through the Haiti “occupation” of 1919, the Nicaragua campaign, Shanghai duty in war 
torn China, Guadalcanal and other harrowing South Pacific fights of World War II, and 
finally to the terrible days of Korea's chosan Reservoir retreat of late 1950. Not only 
are Puller's military feats described (they led to a Lieutenant Generalcy for him) but 
his own philosophy on military training and preparedness, his own Marine Corps mystique, 
are also closely examined. The figure of a hard-fighting yet highly intelligent profes- 
sional soldier emerges. Limited as it is by a rather one-sided view of the man, it offers 
a valuable historical portrait for our time.

Ransom, Jay Ellis Harper 
ROCK HUNTER'S RANGE GUIDE $5.95 


We have reported on two books for adult "rockhounds" prior to this:- Fritzen's 
The Rock-dgunter's Field Manual (Harper- 1959), which was a good basic field guide; and 
Pearl's How To Know the Minerals and Rocks (McGraw-Hill- 1954) which is an identifire 
tion book. The current book includes both topics, and should- for some time to come- 
prove to be definitive for informed and enthusiastic amateur collectors. Though sub- 
titled Zow and Where fo Find Minerals and Gem Stones in the United States, this is 
much more than a guide. The author provides considerable information of a technical 
and scientific nature on classification under the specific chemical families as the 
simplest approach; on field identification, based on the geologic timetabies and the ) 
three basic types of rocks (igneous, including pegmatite, on sedimentaries, on meta- 2 
morphic rocks). He discusses the geologic maps as indispensable field aids, and how 
to use them to best advantage. He provides data on preparation for field trips, on 
tools and equipment, on clothing, camping provisions, wrappings for protecting finds; 
on beginning a collection; on what sorts of notes and records to keep - an important 
initial piece of edvice often ignored; what to do with surplus, how to prepare, store 
and display specimens, how to get the most out of what is a steadily growing hobby - 
this rounds out a very practical and complete hobby book. The finel section proceeds 
state by state to indicate areas, and what is found there, while the appendix lists J 
museums and provides an extensive bibliography. This book should be in both public 
and school libraries.

Stirling, Monica Harper

* Medame Letizia Bonaparte, the mother of Napoleon, was fully worthy of her 
famous son, and, happily, this well-written biography is worthy of her. A woman of 
great and lasting beauty and of indomitavle spirit, she came of a noble Corsican 
family; forty of her male relations escorted her to her marriage with Carlo Bona- 
parte as a kind of dowry in brute strensth - a useful commodity in Corsica. Napoleon 
was the second of her eight children; her husband died when she was only thirty-four 
and she never remarried. She lived to be eighty-six, outliving three of her children, 
including Napoleon. In her long life she was several times a political refugee: the 
first time she was six months pregnant with the unborn Napoleon and escaped on horse- 
back over the Corsican hills; the last time she fled Paris in the imperial carriages 
at the approach of the allied armies. The book gives an excellent picture of Napo- 
leon's relations with his family. His nepotism, his wish to found a dynasty tor 
his family (not just for himself) becomes understandable in view of the close ties 
traditional in Corsican families. With the passionate and strong-willed Bonapartes, 
it required a firm hand to keep everyone on good terms, and Madame Mere (as she was 
usually called) constantly undertook this task. Miss Stirling's book is a pleasant 
addition'toNapoleonic lore: her view of Napoleon and of his mother is almost entirely 
sympathetic, yet she manages to avoid the pitfalls of panegyric, and to present both 
Napoleon and the mother who always feared the outome of all the splendor as vivid 
human beings.

This makes a worthy and admirable attack on the problem of bringing mutual 
understanding to those who practice the sciences and those who practice in the humani- 
ties. The author, an organic chemist, believes that "a real union of the sciences and 
arts can enable men to agree on what is practical, moral and just". He attempts to ex- 
plain each to each in a practical way by first examining a poem and a formula from 
physics side by side, discussing their differences and similarities. In following 
chapters he enlarges further on the differences and similarity in the data and methods 

of the humanist and the scientist. He indicates how breaches in understanding can be 
healed and presents much constructive thinking on how to bring the arts and the sciences 
into healthful interaction. However, his bias toward the scientific favors th¢ scientist 
reader who will learn more of the nature of the arts, than the humanist reader who may 
not care to labor his way through the author's super-analytic prose. There is a failure 
of synthesis here that is a product of a too pedestrian style and over-worked linear 
argument that do not sufficiently illuminate the real unity underlying his conceptions; 
yet, there is meat here for those specifically interested in the unification of knowledge.

The author's aim in this book is to expose Russian achievements for what } 


they are: the end products of Western technology. His thesis is that the Soviet 
Union without the West would be today a backward country; that her spectacular pro- 
sress over eizht centuries of development is totally attributable to her importation 
and theft of Western knowledge. In a word, the balance-sheet of the East-Yest rela- 
tionship is simple: all that the West has achieved has been done without a single 
contribut*on from the Russians; all that the East has achieved has been done without 
a Single contribution from the Russians. it is not a totalitarian system that Mr. i 
Keller opposes, but a whole people--a people he claims to have consistently betrayed 
the *riendliness of the West, a people he believes to possess no genius other than 
the one for imitation. If Mr. Keller does not adhere to a philosophy of racial 
superiority, he skillfully advocates the inferiority of the Slavic race. The 
utility of reading this kind of book is not easy to assess because there are two 
yuite different reasons for studying it. One is the fact that this book will enable 
the reader to make a sounder appraisal of the present capacities of Russia to the 
extent that he accepts the most narrow definition of Mr. Keiler's thesis, that is, 
the Russian's "firsts" in space exploration are not demonstrative of Soviet sci- 
entiric and technological superiority. To the extent that Mr. Keller negates the 
real achievements of our competitor, he fills an obvious and yawning gap in East- 

~ relations. His book has put an end to the Soviet's monopoly on substituting 
half-truths for truths.
